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Cougars seek interim stadium in Northwest suburbs

The Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey (earn is looking for a temporary 
home In the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agents for the Cougars are expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a municipal-built Ice arena 
that the team could use on an interim 
basis until a planned IB.OOO-seat stadium 
in Rosemont is built. 


The temporary Ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could be put up In six to eight months, 
Jordon Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team said Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said, 
although he termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "one possibility." 


"It's no secret that we were very, very 


unhappy that we had to play (the WHA) 
playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
said, referring to the championship 
series played this spring at the Rand- 


hurst Ice Arena against the Houston 
Aeros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000' 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad~a need for a stadium there was," he, 
said. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
want the team to be caught without a 
place to play. 


Arlington Heights is just one possible 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based In Des Plalnes, contacted Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he Is ex- 
pcctcd to outline details to the village 
board's finance committee Tuesday 
night. 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest .area as a location for the ice 
arena, and added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs, as a possible 
temporary home. 


He said he had "no way to assess" how 


long It might' be before the $20 million 
stadium in Rosemont is built. But he de- 
nied any suggestion that the franchise 
owners were giving up on the Rosemont 
location. 


Century Leisure Sports Ltd. Is ex- 


pected to propose using municipal reve- 
nue bonds to pay for construction of the 
temporary ice arena. The bonds would 
be paid for by the facility's operating 
revenue. 


A SIMILAR proposal was made by the 


Cougar owners to Palatine officials last 
May, before the Rosemont site was an- 
nounced. The proposal was never, formal- 
ly accepted or rejected. 


"We probably should have built on the 


property we have in Palatine, but Rose- 
mont talked us.out of that," Kaiser said. 


Jordon Kaiser and his brother, Walter, 


own more than 40 acres of land north of 
the Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, on 
Northwest Highway in Palatine, directly 
across from Arlington Park race Track. 


THE LOCATION of the Kaiser:owned 


land raises some questions about the li- 
kelihood that Arlington Park would be 
the site of the temporary arena, unless 
track officials were planning to in- 
corporate the ice rink as a permanent 
part of the Arlington Park complex. 


Arlington Heights Trustee and finance 


committee chairman, Frank Palmatier 
said Friday that the proposal to use mu- 
nicipal revenue bonds for the arena was 
"certainly open to question." 


"I don't know whether we'd be recep- 


tive to it, OP not," he said. 


Hanson could not be reached for com- 


ment on his discussions with Goldberg. 


Kaiser said that Century Leisure 


Sports Ltd. would work with Bache & 
Co., Chicago stock brokers, on financing 
the Interim Cougar Ice arena. 


Last 'Monday, the Arlington Heights 


Village Board agreed to use municipal 
revenue bonds to refinance back debts at 
Northwest Community Hospital under an 
arrangement legally similar to the sta- 
dium proposal. 


Tax-free municipal bonds are attrac- 


tive to property developers because their 
Interest rate is 2-2J4 percent lower than 
on private bonds. 
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Hart denies asking 
Stavros for aid 
in business deal

Testifying In his own defense, former 


Wheeling trustee William Hart denied 
over asking James Stavros to help him 
cancel an agreement with Bernard Was- 
mer, owner of the Duo Sign Co. 


Hart, who will return to the stand to- 


day, Friday contradicted testimony by 
his ex-business partner Michael Valcnza. 
Thursday Valenza testified that he ac- 
companied Hart when he asked Stavros 
for help in the matter. 


According to Hart, the meeting de- 


scribed by Valenza did not concern the 
agreement with Wasmer. Ho said Va- 
lenza suggested asking Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mllteeman, for help In obtaining an elec- 
trical union license. 


"Ho said to me we could get James 


Stavros to help us to get a license from 
the electrical union," Hart said, noting 
Iho license was needed to open an elec- 
trical sign business. 


HART IS ACCUSED of conspiring with 


Stavros and former Wheeling building di- 
rector William Biebcr to commit ex- 
tortion (gainst Wasmer by attempting to 
force the cancellation of the agreement. 
Wasmer paid $3,000 for Hart's agreement 
not to compete In a similar business 
within 73 miles of Wheeling. The agree- 
ment wa» signed In September, 1970, at 
the time Hart sold Duo to Wasmer and 
moved to Florida. 


The former trustee returned from Flor- 


ida In lato 1971 and opened an electric 
sign business In Wheeling with Valcnza 
In early 1973. 


Hart said It Is possible that Stavros 


and Biebcr conspired against Wasmer, 
but said he had no knowledge of their

Wasmer has outlined a history of, 
threats and harassment from Biebcr 
and Stavros designed to force him to 
cancel the agreement. 


U.S. District Judge Abraham Lincoln 


Marovitz sold that Biebcr and Stavros 
"had no possible motive in participating 
In Uie matter except in some way to help 
you." He asked Hart if he had any 
knowledge of why they would have want- 
ed to help him. 


"I NEVER HAD anything to do with 


anything like that," Hart said. 


Hart said he never knew the purpose of 


meetings called by Stavros In January, 
1972, at the Clayton House Motel and at 
tho Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank. 
Wasmer has testified that at those meet- 
Ings Stavros threatened to put him out of 
business If he didn't cancel the agree- 
ment. 


"I don't know what we were there 


for," Hart sold. "I was under the im- 
pression It was to stop this fighting be- 
tween Bcrnlo and I." 


The former trustee said his attorney, 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer, advised him 
in 1970 that the agreement with Wasmer 
was "not legally enforceable." He. said 
he nonetheless accepted $5,000 for the 
agreement and Intended to abide by Its 
terms when he sold the business to Was- 
mer. 


HART ALSO DISPUTED testimony by 


Wasmer, saying that he never had a 
document prepared by former Wheeling 
Township Democratic committeeman 
James McCabc, which would have can- 
celed his non-competition agreement 
with Wasmer. The government has en- 
tered such an agreement into evidence, 
saying It was presented to Wasmer by 
Hart and Valenza. 
'The former trustee repeatedly said he 


did not remember in response to numer- 
ous questions posed by government pros- 
ecutors about his dealings with Wasmer, 
Blcber and Stavros. Hart said he did not 
remember If Biebcr was building direc- 
tor at the time he owned Duo, despite the 
fact that he was a village trustee at the 
time Biebcr was appointed in May, 1970. 


Hart said his offer to help Wasmer got 


sign permits for the Mallard Lake devel- 
opment came from his association with 
Valenza rather than through his dealings 
with Stavros and Bleber. 


Tins GOVERNMENT questioned Hart 


whether he went into business with then- 
trustee Valenza because of his official 
position. Hart said there were many rea- 
sons for going Into business with Va- 
lenza, but admitted that he dissolved his 
association with Valenza on the day Va- 
leria's position as trustee officially ex- 
pired on April 30,1973. 


Hart admitted that he socialized with 


both Stavros and Bleber, and said 
Stavros had referred business to Urn 
when he owned Duo Sign Co. 


In return for this business, Hart said 


Stavros "would come around for cam- 
paign .contributions and political, signs 
and so on." The former trustee said he 
was never told not to bill Stavros for 
signs ordered for political campaigns, 
but said that be never did.

Schools 
cancel 
contract

The Dist. 21 Board of Education has 


canceled an $83,000 contract with the 
firm hired to install an electronic surveil- 
lance system in local schools. 


A bonding company, Insurance Co. of 


North America, will be requested to 
come in and finish the job that was sup- 
posed to have been completed by Tempt- 
ron Inc. last Sept 1. 


The bonding company first will make 


an investigation to confirm'that Tempt- 
ron has indeed defaulted in Its contract. 
If so, the bonding company may seek an- 
other firm to complete the system or pay 
Dist. 21 the $79,000 for which it is liable. 


One of the first of its kind to be in- 


stalled in a school district, the complex 
system Is designed to monitor schools 
and the administration building to pre- 
vent damage from fire and vandalism. 


CONSTANT PROBLEMS have plagued 


the system from the beginning, accord- 
ing tn school officials. Although all com- 
ponents of the system are in place and 
are capable of functioning separately, 
the unit breaks down frequently when it 
works as a whole. 


The decision to cancel the Temptron 


contract came last Thursday night, after 
the school board warned the company 
last January that it would consider tak- 
ing legal action if the firm didn't iron out 
the bugs in the system. 


In recommending that the board turn 


the job over to the bonding company, 
Supt. Kenneth Gill said, "We at this 
stage have no faith in them (Temptron) 
to complete the system." 


The surveillance system consists of 


sensors placed in each of the 17 schools 
in the district, which are monitored by a 
computer in the administration building. 


THE SENSORS ARE intended to de- 


tect heat and motion within the buildings 
and malfunctions in the heating systems. 
The problems are relayed to the central 
computer by electronic Impulses, trigger- 
ing alarms in the operations office where 
the console is set up. The person moni- 
toring the computer then contacts the 
fire department, police or maintenance 
personnel to correct the trouble. 


Although the computer has reported 


problems at various schools in the past

Now, Father Mulcahey Is ready to step 


down as pastor of the church and, In his 
words, "leave the headaches to someone 
else." 


BUT THE JOLLY priest with smiling 


Irish eyes Isn't planning to retire by a 


xlongshot. He'll remain at St. Joe's as 


pastor emeritus, carrying on with all his 
priestly duties and continuing to watch 
over the flock he has seen grow from 700 
to 950 parishioners. 


"A parish pastor has to be a priest, a 


businessman and an administrator and It 
really kind of got to me/" Mulcahey said 
of his decision to approach John Cardinal 
Cody last April about giving up his post. 
The Archbishop of Chicago tried to per- 
suade him to stay on as pastor, but Fa- 
ther Mulcahey bad made up his mind. 


"It will still be a fultime job, but I'll 


just let somebody else make decisions 
about difficult things," he said. "It's all 
right here, I love the • parish and the 
people, so of course, I'll stay." 


Born on the South Side of Chicago, Fa- 


ther Mulcahey attended St. Bernard's 
Church and School before entering St. 
Mary of the Lake Seminary in Munde- 
lein where he was ordained by the late 
Cardinal Mundelein himself in 1933. 


FOLLOWING ASSIGNMENTS In Chi- 


cago ; as assistant pastor at Visitation 
Church from 1933 to 1940, St. Symphorosa 
Church from' 1940 to 1948 and St. Doro- 
thy's Church from 1948 to 1957, Father 
Mulcahey was asked to start St. Joseph's 


parish. 


Father Mulcahey said he accepted the 


chance to come to Wheeling because it 
sounded challenging to build a parish in 
the growing suburb. 


When he arranged to buy the present 


site of the church, school and adminis- 
tration building, the only thing on- it was 
the large stone home, then a farmhouse, 
that was the church rectory for several 
years and is now rented by a young 
couple. 


Father Mulcahey and assistant pastor 


Thomas Moran live in the administration 
building originally built as a convent for

Elk Grove trustee 
urges Centex suit 


Thistce Edward Kenna of Elk Grove Village has called for 


a class-action lawsuit against Centex Homes Corp. and a ban 
on further Centex residential construction until furnace prob- 
lems in local homes are corrected. Kcnna, who recently dis- 
covered that the furnace installation in his home violates at 
least four building code requirements, said be will ask the 
village board Tuesday night to file suit against Centex on be- 
half of local residents. The Herald disclosed last week that 
defective furnaces which may be leaking deadly fumes are 
installed in an estimated 1,700 or more Centex-built homes in 
the village. 


Deny Oakton annexation plea 


The Illinois Community College Board Friday created a 


new Junior college district for the North Shore suburbs, going 
against a staff recommendation that the area be annexed to 
Oakton Community College. In a 4-to-3 vote, the state board 
formed a new college to Include the Evanston, New Trier, 
Glcnbrook and Dcerflold-Hlghland Park high school districts. 
The state board also assigned High School DIM. 12S of Lake 
County to the College of Lake County district on the basis of a 
staff recommendation that the high school district not be split 
between two college districts. Buffalo Grove officials had 
asked tht board to assign the Lake County section of the 
village In Dlst. 125 to Harper College. 


Ex-Wheeling trustee takes stand 


Former Wheeling Trustee William Hart will return to the 


witness stand today in his extortion conspiracy trial In U.S. 
District Court. Testifying Friday, Hart denied asking political 
boss James Stavros for help In canceling a business agree- 
ment with sign company owner Bernard Wasmer. Ho con- 
tradicted prosecution testimony by his former business part- 
ner, Michael Valcnza, and said ho did not know the purpose 
of 1872 meetings among himself, Stavros, Wasmer and Wil- 
liam Bleber. Stavros and Blebcr, then village building direc- 
tor, originally were charged with Hart in the alleged con- 
spiracy but are no longer defendants.

Tax collection suit to continue 


The court battle to dedde who will collect taxes in subur- 


ban townships — the county treasurer or individual township 
collectors — will resume before Circuit Court Judge Donald 
O'Brien Tuesday morning. The Lawsuit, an outgrowth of 
O'Brien's 1970 ruling which struck down a two per cent tax 
collection fee for the townships — bolls down to a battle 
between those who want to increase the powers of township 
government and those who would like to see it abolished. In 
trial sessions last week, all 30 of the suburban township col- 
lectors told of their willingness to begin collecting taxes again 
and of provisions made by the Individual townships to bear 
the expense of local collections despite the loss of the 2 per 
cent foe. 


Members of a group of citizens who want to pay their taxes 


to township collectors testified Friday. Opponents of the town, 
ship collectors then began presenting evidence in an attempt 
to show that the computerized system now employed by the 
county treasurer's office would make it difficult and ex- 
pensive to return to a system of township collectors.

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3 state school 
board picks up 
to Walker again

Gov. Daniel Walker now must name 


three new appointees, to the Illinois 
Board of Education because of action by 
the Illinois Senate last week. 


The Senate Thursday, In a straight 


party-line vote, rejected three of Walk- 
er's 17 appointments to the newly formed 
board. In addition, a fourth appointee's 
confirmation is being held up by the 
State Executive Committee. 


With the Senate's 29 Democrats, one 


short of the needed majority of 30, voting 
in favor of confirmation, the Senate re- 
jected the nominations of Domingo 
Tobias of Chicago, Lawrence Keller of 
Evergreen Park and Henry I. Green of 
Champaign for the state board. 


AMONG THE 13 BOARD members 


confirmed by the Senate are two from 
the Northwest suburbs, Donald Trultt of 
Palatine and Carol Johnston of Des 
Plalnes. 


The executive committee has so far re- 


fused to act on the appointment of Jack 
Witkowsky of Chicago, appointed as 
board member at-large and'acting chair- 
man of the board. Senate Republicans 
have told the governor they want the 
board's at-large member'to be from Du- 
Page rather than Cook County and have 
said Walker may appoint Witkowsky to 
replace Tobias as a Chicago representa- 
tive on the board. 


Under the law creating the state board, 


16 members' are appointed from various 
regions of the state and a 17th is appoint- 
ed at large. Also according to the law, no 
more than nine members of the board 
may be from one political party. 


In a statement issued following the 


board's action, Walker charged, "The 
Senate Republicans have not only'> in- 
jected politics into the state Board of 
Education selection, they've injected bad 
politics." 


REFERRING TO the delay in Wit- 


kowsky's appointment, Walker added, 
"The people don't agree that an ap- 
pointee to the Board of Education should 
be held hostage so the Republicans can 
determine where the at-large member of 
the board will live." 


Senate Pres. William Harris, 


R-Pontlac, had criticized Walker's ap- 
pointments to the board, saying he had 


appointed too many Democrats, before 
the Senate Executive Committee held 
hearings on the appointments. Walker 
had replied that he had appointed only 
eight Democrats and three political inde- 
pendents to the board. Tobias, the 
board's only Latino, was one of the inde- 
pendents. 


Before the Senate vote, Walker had 


charged, "The heart of the Republican 
attack is the fact that independents have 
been appointed to the board. They refuse 
to recognize Independents." 


Keller, a registered Democrat, and 


Green, a registered Republican, were re- 
jected by the Senate as "unqualified." 
However, a spokesman for the Gover- 
nor's office said it appeared the Republi- 
cans had rejected Keller, an officer in 
the United Steelworkers Union, because 
"He sold teachers have labor problems." 


IN ADDITION, in hearings on the ap- 


pointments, it was determined 
that 


Green, a real estate developer, had con- 
tributed $500 to the Democratic candi- 
date for the state Senate from 
Champaign County who is running 
against Assistant Majority Leader Stan- 
ley Weaver, R-Urbano. 


The Governor's spokesman said Green 


made the contribution because he and 
the Democratic candidate Joseph Pis- 
dotte had served together at the 1970 
Constitutional Convention and had be- 
come friends. "It was very unusual for 
Green to contribute to a Democrat, but it 
was a friendship thing, not a party 
thing," the spokesman said. 


Officials in the Governor's office said 


the board will be able to operate with the 
13 confirmed members and that Wit- 
kowsky will remain on the board until 
his appointment is rejected. 


There was no word on when the Gover- 


nor might make additional appointments 
to the board, but a spokesman said it 
was unlikely that any appointments will 
be made in (ime for Senate confirmation 
before the scheduled June 30 adjourn- 
ment of the General Assembly. 


The state board will take over all re- 


sponsibilities for supervising state public 
schools from State Supt Michael Bakolis 
Jan. l.'In addition, before Jan. 1 the 
board must hire a professional state su- 
perintendent to take office with the 
board. 


State legislators vote 
selves, judges a raise 


The Illinois House of Representatives 


voted Friday to Increase their own pay 
and that of Judges throughout the state. 


The bills were passed after their spon- 


sor, 
State Rep. Charles Fleck, 


R-Chlcago, received assurances that 
Gov. Daniel Walker would sign pay-raise 
legislation in exchange for similar pay 
raises for department heads In his ad- 
ministration, according to United Press 
International. 


Here is a capsule version of the bene- 


fits the legislation would give to legisla- 
tors, and how Northwest suburban legis- 
lators voted: 


LEGISLATORS: Salaries up from 


$17,500 to $22,600. Per diem expenses up 
from $32 to MO per day. Home office ex- 
penses up from $10,000 to $12,000 per 
year,

from $42,500 to $50,000. Appellate judges, 
from $40,000 to $45,000. Circuit Court 
judges from $30,000 to $35,000. Associate

Roosevelt, British Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill and Soviet dictator Josef 
V. Stalin. 


But Yalta has strong political con- 


notations in the United States, where 
mny people think Roosevelt needlessly 
sacrificed U.S. interests in questionable 
agreements with Stalin on the division of 
postwar Germany and other Issues. 


The sources said Nixon'canceled the 


planned YaKa visit because of the possi- 
bility his political enemies at home 
might accuse hlm.of going to Yalta for a 
new "sellout." 


The White House said that Nixon will 


go to ,the Black Sea resort of Oreanda, 
near Yalta. It is actually^ park extend- 
ing to the sea with many rare plants and 
trees. Formerly owned by the Czars, it 
contains a number of white stone villas, 
a swimming pool and a conference area 
which commands a spectacular view of 
the sea.

AMA chief: patients' needs 
must get more attention

The president of the American Medical 


Association (AMA) said last night many 
doctors have not been paying enough 
attention to the needs of their patients. 


Dr. Malcolm Todd said the medical 


profession has an image problem, part of 
it brought on by the doctors themselves. 
"We've probably paid too much attention 
to scientific, economic and political af- 
fairs and not enough to the human needs 
of people," he said. "Changing this situ- 
ation is one of my priority goals." 


Todd, Interviewed IngWashington, said 


only about one-third of the association's . 
members take advantage of programs 
keeping them up-to-dato on new medical 
procedures. He said this is not enough 
since "about half of .medical knowledge 
is outdated every 10 years.'.' • 


In Chicago meanwhile, the AMA's 


board of trustees recommended the or- 
ganization avoid a losing fight and try to 
influence changes in a controversial, fed- 


erally-ordered doctor watchdog program 
rather than seek its repeal. 


The recommendation by the board was 


among a number of proposals for and 
against repeal of the program that were 
presented to the AMA's policy making 
House of Delegates for possible action. 


At issue Is the program known to doc- 


tors as PRSO for Professional Standards 
Review Organization. It is the product of 
a law passed by Congress in 1972 to set 
up local groups of doctors to monitor the 
quality and cost of care administered to 
patients under federally-financed medi- 
cal programs. 


Some physicians have criticized the'' 


formation of PSRO on grounds they rep- 
resent government intrusion into the 
private practice of medicine. Others 
have complained PRSOs would stifle new 
approaches to treatment and lead to a 
"cookbook" on how to care for patients. 
The issue is the hottest and most divisive 
before the AMA this year.

"strip" annexation by Niles Into Maine 
Township along Golf Road. The munici- 
pality annexed residential property along 
Emerson Street and later added -the 
Kingston and Key West apartments to 
village boundries. The apartment annex- 
ations along south Golf Road then 
allowed annexation of the golf course. 


ORIGER OBTAINED through Haskins 


a high percentage success record for 
winning multiple-family zoning in the 
1960s. Most major developments pro- 
posed by Orlgcr were approved by the 
county board. 


In recent zoning cases, however, Ort- 


gcr has failed to win board rezoning. In 
1970-1972 files not subpeoncd by the 
grand Jury, Origer was denied zoning for 
an 80-acre apartment project in North- 
field Township, a separate 9-acre apart- 
ment proposal in Northfield Township 
and on 8 5 acre multi-family plan near 
East River Road and Central Road in 
Maine Township. 


The grand Jury has subpconed the files 


of two controversial Origer zoning cases: 


• Rezoning of 96 acres for apartments 


west of Sanders Road and north of For- 
est View Drive in Northfield Township. 


Origer purchased the land for $1.2 mil- 


lion in 1968 and won rezoning Nov. 30, 
1070 to build housing for 4,000 to 6,000 
persons. The village of Northbrook and 
the Forestvlew Homeowners Assn. in 
1971 filed suit in Circuit Court to block 
the zoning, but Judge Walter Dahl upheld 
the board decision. In April, Appellate 
Court Judge George Ldghton reversed 
the Circuit Court ruling. Origer is ap- 
pealing, through new attorneys, to the Il- 
linois Supreme Court. 


• Rezoning Jan. 3, 1966 of 20 acres 


south of University Street and east of 
Potter Road In Maine Township. Origer 
in 1962 retained Joseph Daley, Chicago 
Mayor Richard Daley's nephew, to seek

IV T1IE FIRST days of the parish, 


while the church was being constructed,' 
Father Mulcahey lived with Father Bal- 
webber who was pastor at the time of St. 
Mary's Church In Buffalo Grove. Masses 
were said at Chevy Chase Country Club 
from August of 19S7 until Christmas Day 
1938 when the first servlco was con- 
ducted In the new church. 


Father Mulcahey said financial prob- 


lems with the school that opened in Sep- 
tember of 1059 have been his biggest 
worry. Starting with eight classrooms, 
later increased to 12, enrollment at the 
school numbered about 800 students five 
years ago. 


Today, there are less than 200 students 


at St. Joseph's School and although bingo 
has helped the money problem, the 
school's situation is still serious. Father 
Mulcahey said being able to whittle down 
a )900,000 debt to about $440,000 in the 
past few years, however, has given him 
some satisfaction. 


Father Mulcahey doesn't feel that St. 


Joseph's has changed too much over the 
years, as a result of his conviction that 
local parishes should adhere to directions 
of the Vatican. 


"I'M CERTAINLY not a traditionalist, 


I'm really a 'mlddlc-of-the-roader, 1 
guess, but St. Joe's is part of the church 
and we go with the changes the church 
makes and not those Individuals try to 
make," he said. 


Ho disagrees with the efforts of some 


priests to "liberalize" masses, as he 
said, by replacing traditional wafers with 
bread in the communion service for ex- 
ample or not wearing vestments. But Fa- 
ther Mulcahey said he likes saying Mass 
In English and facing the congregation 
during communion. 


"These are changes that help to bring 


the church closer to the people and that's 
good," he said. 


People are Father Mutcahcy's primary 


concern and a desire to help them was 
his reason for wanting to become a 
priest as far back as ho can remember. 


Of all his duties, the priest said ho 


likes visiting the sick In the parish best. 
"I feel I can help them most," he said. 


IN ADDITION TO planning to spend 


more time with parishioners who depend 
on him, Father Mulcahey also hopes to 
relax and enjoy some of his favorite pas- 
times. An avid White Sox and Notre 
Dame fan, ho says he'll try to get to 
some ball games and catch up with some 
reading on the Civil War, In addition to 
making some short trips around the 
country. 


Father Mulcahey will celebrate his last 


Mass as pastor of St. Joseph's Sunday, 
June 30, at 12:15 p.m. A dinner in his 
honor is planned at 6 p.m. that evening 
at Chevy Chase Country Club. 


The pastor's replacement Is to be 


named In the next few weeks' and a re- 
ception for him Is tentatively planned for 
July 14.

Donors to the Wheeling Community 


Blood Plan will receive credit toward a 
one-year pass for the Wheeling Park Dis- 
trict swimming pools. 


The park district board approved a 


trial program designed to bolster the 
sagging blood plan and stimulate pool 
pass sales. 


Starting with the September blood 


drive, donors will get either a $5 credit 
toward an individual pool pass or a $7.50 
credit towards a family pass. The Indi- 
vidual pass costs $15 while the family 
pass costs $25. 


COMR. Gen Sackett suggested the pro- 


gram earlier this month, saying that 
residents need a tangible reward for do- 
nating to the blood plan. He said most 
people do not see the immediate need for 
the free blood replacement provided by 
the program until the blood is needed. 


Originally Sackett said he wanted to 


give* donors a free pool pass. This idea, 
however, was vetoed by program chair- 
man James Branson of the Wheeling 
Jaycees. "I don't think you should just 
outright hand them a pool pass for a pint 
of blood," he sold, noting that he Instead 
endorsed the idea of granting a credit 
towards the pool pass. 


The,Jaycees have said they will have 


to cancel the two-year-old blood program 


if they do not collect 700 pints of blood by 
the end of the year. This figure repre- 
sents about four per cent of the Wheeling 
population, the amount nationally esti- 
mated to cover all blood replacement 
needs. 


After three of five donations scheduled 


for the year, the Jaycees have collected 
only 316 pints of blood. The Jaycees must 
attract nearly 200 donors at each of the 
next two blood drawings in order to meet 
the 700-pint quota. This year's first two 
drawings each attracted a few more than 
100 persons, while the third drawing 
brought only 84 pints of blood. 


PARK ATTY. Roger Bjorvik said there 


was no legal problem with the pilot pro- 
gram. "That's public relations, and it 
could be viewed as a way of generating 
more people for the pool," he said. 


The park district has been trying to 


bolster pool attendance for some time. 
Earlier this year, the park board threat- 
ened to end open swims at the indoor 
Neptune's Pool if used did not increase. 
The park district has been losing money 
on the pool since it opened in 1970. 


Comr. Hugh Wilson said that in addi- 


tion to generating more pool pass sales, 
the additional number of people using the 
pool might also mean greater revenues 
from concession sales.

The plan commission is recom- 
mending a reduction in density of living 
units and the creation of a new zoning 
category for townhouse projects.

Low thyroid needs proper diet 


I don't know whether I am fortunate or 


unfortunate to have read your column. I 
refer to your column about the 17-year* 
old girl who had been dieting and devel- 
oped menstrual trouble, falling hair and 
personality problem!. My 18-year-old 
daughter waa experiencing the lame 
lymptoma and li alto conscious of her 
wleght. I took her to a physician, he had 
her toiled and, to and behold, found her 
to be aufferlng from hypothyroidtom. 


Now, I don't know whether, you are 


right and It wai her diet or the doctor I 
took her to wai right and the hai a low- 
thyroid problem. I have received levcral 
phone calla from relative* who read your 
article* avidly, adv'lilng me that my 
daughter'* problem li only one of poor 
•atag bablti. Tell me doctor, and tell 
them. 


Many of the Ills people have can bo 


eauMd by more than one thing. This la 
the problem when one aeea only part of 
the picture. To Illustrate, the flu can 
cause a fever, but *o can tuberculosis, 
cancer, leukemia and a host of other 
problems. The fact that tuberculosis can 
cause a fever In no way proves that the 
flu can't cause * fever. This Is a com- 
mon problem people have in under- 
standing Illnesses. What happens In tine 
person Is not necessarily the same thing 
In another person. 


In my earlier column that you read, I 


responded to a girl who was on a semi- 
starvation diet. 1 replied concerning the 
things such starvation diets con do to a 
person. It is Important that young girls, 
appreciate this so they won't do these 
things to their bodies in the Interest of 
having a sHnuner figure. Semlstarvation 
Is not healthy. 


When you have a very low thyroid 


function It can also affect the men- 


situation and cause falling hair and per- 
sonality changes. So, both problems can 
induce similar symptoms. Now, here is 
the Interesting point. When you go on a 
semlstarvatlon diet the metabolism slows 
down markedly. By slowing down the 
body's function, the body conserves Its 
limited energy. It is like turning down 
the thermostat because there Is a short- 
age of fuel energy. This is nature's pro- 
tective device to help man survive peri- 
ods of starvation, a problem in primitive 
man but not much of a problem in mod- 
ern society, except in those who wilfully 
starve themselves in unhealthy ways. 


I DON'T KNOW whether your daugh- 


ter has a low- metabolism because she 
has been starving herself or whether she 
has on overweight problem because of 
low thyroid function. To properly assess 
the thyroid function she would need to be 
on a proper, balanced diet. In any case, 
even U she has low thyroid function she 
will need to eat a proper diet, not a semi- 
starvation diet. 


If she does not have a low thyroid 


problem,- then taking thyroid will not 
really help her control her weight. You'll 
find this out In time. 


Many people are fooled Into thinking 


they need thyroid from the reaction they 
have when they stop the medicine. The 
body will adjust to taking thyroid and 
normal thyroid production will slow 
down. Then when we atop the thyroid 
medicine the gland will not produce 
enough thyroid'hormone for awhile'find 
symptoms of thyroid deficiency occur. 
These are doctor-made, and do not prove 
the thyroid was low to begin with.

Was Nixon's Mideast tour just eyewash? 


HOLLYWOOD - President Nixon's trip to the Middle East 


was like a picture layout In Life magazine, according to Dan 
Rather of CBS News. There are lots on photographs, but little 
comment 
• 


"The trip appeared to be designed for a maximum effort on 


pictorial events," Rather said In.a telephone interview from 
Jerusalem during the President's recent junket. "Once the 
White House staff arranged for photo sessions, they were 
hard to find for a comment on the substance of the trip." 


Rattier Is CBS' controversial White House correspondent. 


He also was one of the many newsmen who followed Nixon's 
trip to the Middle East. 


ALTHOUGH THE White House said the trip was an Impor- 


tant followup to Sec. of State Kissinger's successes with the' 
Arabs and Jews, some critics believe it was designed to' cool 
the Watergate controversy at home. 


Rather, however, was not so cynical. 
"One reason, of course, was to allay the tension of Water- 


gate politics. But If you lay this aside, the trip was important • 
for world peace." 


Despite the photographs and the banner headlines at home, 


many, newsmen on the trip were' eager to learn the effect 
Watergate Is having on the President. 


"No one on the White House staff will say a word about 


Watergate; It seems to be the forbidden word." 


Rather began trip with the President's flight to Austria. He 


then jumped to Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria and Israel. 


DURING- THIS leapfrog tour of the Middle East, Rather 


said the President looked tired during his stay In Cairo and 


• Saudi Arabia., 


"However, in Damascus and Jerusalem ,he seemed to have 


caught his second wind and appeared more rested. He gave 
his most enthusiastic speech to the Israelis the other night." 


Although the President has dominated the trip, Kissinger's 


announcement that he might resign has been tho topic of 
many conversations with Arab and Israeli officials. 


"In every country you vlslt.every government official,- 


whether high or low, asks what this Kissinger business is all 
about." 


During the past few weeks Kissinger has been under consid- 


erable criticism for his possible Involvement in the wiretapp- 
ing of several government officials for security reasons. 


KISSINGER HAS denied this emphatically, but the allega- 


tions continued, so much so that he held a news conference 
last week in Austria and threatened to resign unless cleared, 
of the charges.

. "One big thing was lack of a mobile ground station in 
Egypt by which we could send back live broadcasts via satel- 
lite.

"The Egyptians, to say the least, were not really anxious to 


have it there, but the White House prevailed. However, for a 
few days it was touch and go." 


Rather said that communications were more primitive in 


Syria and Saudi Arabia and CBS had its film flown to Jordan 
for transmission to the United States. He said there were no 
problems in Israel.

Last Monday a student from Wheeling 


High School brought to The Herald's of- 
fice one of the'most massive literary out- 
pourings of pride and anger that has 
ever been produced In the Northwest 
suburbs. 


The student, John Sheik, carried under 


his arm a bundle of letters praising a 
column written by The Herald's educa- 
tion editor. It was a column written in 
the wake of a fire which destroyed that 
high school's library. 


What the column reported was that the 


students of Wheeling, before and after 
tbe fire, had been much maligned across 
the Northwest suburbs — and the letters 
reported that the column was, Indeed, all 
too accurate. 


Because of space limitations, The Her- 


ald reprinted only a selection of the let- 
ters, but the ones we didn't print were 
just as enthusiastic and just as vocal in 
praising and defending the beloved high 
school. 


In the wake of this outpouring of let- 


ters, It must be self-evident that "school 
pride" Is one of the deepest emo- 
tions felt by anyone in the Northwest 
suburbs. It is, of course, part of the com- 
petitive urge in which we are taught to 
believe, for competition Is the nature of 
our society. If we are maligned by our 
competitors, we strike back, and if we

feel the criticism is unfair, we strike 
back with special rage — which Is what 
happened after the Wheeling fire. 


Fifteen miles away from the ruins of 


the Wheeling library is the Elgin State 
Hospital — an Institution which has 
neither been struck by fire, nor does it 
have the kind of advocates who attend 
Wheeling High School 


Two weeks ago, a group called the Illi- 


nois Legislative Investigating Commis- 
sion charged, In a 244-page report, that 
patients are dying at state mental in- 
stitutions because of "inexcusable neg- 
left."

have been accusations that patients nave 
been Ignored by medical and non-medical 
staffs, and that many of the abnormally 
high number of deaths have been "cov- 
ered up" by the staff at that institution. 


The report was addressed to the Gen- 


eral Assembly, but it is the kind of docu- 
ment whose shocking accusations should 
be read by Gov. Dan Walker. After all, 
Walker is a bit of a mental health advo- 
cate; at least, he made a few as-yet-un- 
kept promises hi 1972 about how badly he 
.wanted to upgrade Illinois' miserable 
public mental health care system. 


Outrage at the neglect cited by the re- 


port, however, was limited to the spate 
of indignant editorials which appeared 
shortly after the report was released. It 
appears that's where the public impact 
of the report will end. 


It seems a shame, for after the reams 


of letters The Herald has received on the 
"school pride" Issue, that indignation 
and anger cannot be directed at the shod- 
dy state of mental health care in Illinois. 


The actions of gas-can mentality arson- 


ists is deplorable, as is bickering against 
one particular high school. But It would 
seem that that indignation, once aroused, 
could be directed at the conditions to 
which we subject those of us who cannot 
cope with the pressures and the com- 
plexities of everyday modern society. 


Until, in fact, the agony of mental 


health patients in tax-supported In 
stitutions becomes a topic nf greater in- 
terest than "school pride" is, those pa- 
tients will be ignored. School pride, to 
most of us, is a much, much more Im- 
portant topic.

Underscoring his bitterness with the

Indicating that delegates already slated 
to go to Kansas City are strongly repre- 
sentative of the McGovern wing of the 
party. 


"But a very small proportion have 


been chosen so far," he said. "We're en- 
couraging our members to get involved." 


Barkan and his labor army have 


helped to pull off four Democratic vic- 
tories ID special congressional elections 
tills year. Skillfully orchestrating labor's 


vast resources of manpower and money, 
he is determined this November to make 
George Meany's dream come true: a 
veto-proof Congress. 


To show he means business, he has 


drawn up a list of more than 80 marginal 
congressional districts that will be tar- 
gets for COPE'S campaign coordinators. 


In any other year, congressional Re- 


publicans who had won election by a 
margin of 55 per cent or more wouldn't 
appear to be in too much trouble. But in 
this year of Watergate and impeachment 
talk, even the heftiest of past GOP win- 
ners will be under Barkan's attack plan. 


Two on the list, according to labor 


sources, are Reps. Charles Thone, 
R-Neb., and Donald Brotzman, R-Colo., 
both of whom won In 1072 by 64 per cent 
or better. 


Another labor target Is Rep. Joseph J. 


Marazitl, R-N.J. Although Marazlti has a 
COPE pro-labor vote rating of 73 per 
cent, that apparently is not good enough 
for Barkan who is looking for a Demo- 
cratic sweep this fall. 


Labor unions, according to the citizen 


lobby Common Cause, had amassed a 
war chest of over $5 million as early as 
February for the congressional and sena- 
torial campaigns. 


Despite the emphasis on Watergate 


and President Nixon's impeachment 
troubles in labor's election victories thus 
far, Barkan said he believes "bread and 
butter issues" will be the chief factor hi 
the elections. 


"If the economy doesn't improve, this 


will have more of an impact than any 
other thing," he said. "The people are 
worried about the economic drift of the 
country." (UPI)

Bills to help 
handicapped 
given approval

Two bills aimed at benefiting handi- 


capped persons, sponsored by Rep. Rob- 
ert S. Juckett, R-Park Ridge, have been 
approved by the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


Approved by a vote of 108-7 was a bill 


to establish a state Department of Ser- 
vices for the Handicapped. Tho bill In- 
cluded on appropriation of $100,000 to be 
used for Identifying and evaluating ser- 
vices for tho handicapped now scattered 
throughout numerous state agencies. 


Abo approved in the House, by a vote 


of 143-2, was Juckett's bill to increase 
state reimbursement to local school dis- 
tricts for professional personnel working 
with handicapped children. 


The staze presently allows $5,000 year- 


ly for personnel In such programs. Juck- 
ctt's bill would Increase that to $5,250. 
Non-certlflcd employes working In spe- 
cial education programs would gain In- 
. creased state aid from $2,000 to $2,500. 


Juckett's bill would also authorize spe- 


cial transportation for students in sum- 
mer school special education classes, 
with the state paying 80 per cent of the 
cost. 


Rep. Williams on flood job 


S t a t e Rep. Jack B. Williams, 


D-Franklln Park, has been named to an 
advisory committee on flood problems 
and solutions to the U.S. Department of 
the Interior. 


Williams is chairman of a House sub- 


committee on flooding and drainage, and 
a member of the Dllnols Water Pollution 
and Water Resources Committee. 


Williams said Chicago-area members 


of tho advisory committee will hold four 
hearings during the summer and report 
their findings to tho Department of tho 
Interior by Oct. 31. 


$5.7 million for flood work 


The Illinois Senate has approved near- 


ly $5.7 million for flood control projects 
in Cook and DuPago counties.. 


Sponsored by Sen. David J. Rcgncr, 


R-Mount Prospect, and Sen. John A. 
Graham, R-Barrlngton, tho Mils include 
$4.83 million for the Busse Woods Reser- 
voir and Dam project In the Salt Creek 
Watershed. Work will Include dam con- 
struction, dredging and water retention 
facilities. 


Also In tho legislation is a $450,000 ap- 


propriation for channel improvement and 
retention facilities on the west-branch of 
tho DuPage River near Hanover Park. 


The bills authorize similar work on the 


Willow Hlgglns Crock at a cost of 
$375,000 between Mannheim Road and 
the Des Plalnes River in Rosemont and 
DCS Plalnea.

ter their mistakes are cast in concrete or 
wood.

Yipes! Billions of midges not far away 


Areas within two miles of the 


Hanover Park Sewage Treatment 
Plant would be Infested with billions 
of midge flys if the Metropolitan San- 
itary District were forced to stop its 
pesticide program, a University of Il- 
linois professor said last week. 


The tiny black flies, which breed in 


•the oxidation ponds. and tertiary 
treatment indldlng in the plant, are 
capable of flying "a mile or two with 
ease," said University of Illinois 
biology professor Bernard Green- 
berg, who has studied the insects for 
theMSD. 


Greenberg told of the mobility of 


the flies at a sanitary district meet-. 
ing last Thursday when additional 
funding for the scientific studies of 
the midges was approved by the 
MSD board. He warned that if envi- 
-ronmental agencies or health 
agencies ever question the MSD's 
use of pesticides in streams to con- 
trol midges the district must have- 
scientific documentation to insure 
that the pesticide program will not 
be abandoned. 
• 


THE FLIES, which swarm and are 


attracted by lights, do not bite hu- 
mans. . 


But, Greenberg notes, the tiny flies 


are annoying. "The breeding of 
midges in wastes wouldn't be a bad 
thing if the midges were wingless, 
but the swarming of millions of these 
insectsin residential-recreational 
areas and on the job is an Intolerable 
nuisance," he said. 
, •' 


"The extent of midge breeding in 


(sanitary) district waters is truly 
phenomenal... at Hanover Park 
there are 20,000 (larvae) per square 


have become less tolerant of insect 
annoyance as their .standard of living 
has gone up," he said. 


GREENBERG defined the magni- 


tude of the midge problem to 'sani- 
tary .district board members before 
they .voted to spend, an additional 
$13,200 for research oh the midges 
and for Greenberg to present the re- 
sults of the MSD studies to various 
state and federal agencies.. 


The additional funds will bring the 


total spent on research and actual 
combatting of the midges in the last 
three years to between $221,000 and 
$235,000, according to Cecil Ltie-fflng, 
director of research and development 
for the district. 


Greenberg's services are needed to 


guide the MSD in its control program 
for the'midges and to make presenta- 
meter just prior to the time of emer- 
gence," he said.

"It is essential that an independent 


non-MSD expert present this data to 


the appropriate state and federal 
regulatory agencies as required," a 
report to the MSD board said. . 


GREENBERG admitted .to. the 


board that despite intensive research 
there Is yet no way to completely 
eliminate the midge flies. 


An experimental chemical is used 


on the flies at the Hanover Plant, he 
said because it la effective in killing 
the flies at all stages of their lives 
while they are in the water. A faster 
acting chemical must be used to con- 
trol the midges which infest the 
North Snore Channel, which flows 
through North Shore • suburbs, he 
said. . 


But if state or federal environmen- 


tal agencies halted the use of the 
chemicals because they feared pollu- 
tion of the Chicago River or the Up- 
per DuPage River, the midges 
"would infest recreation areas, shop- 
ping areas, business districts and 
residential areas near both the plant 
and the channel," Greenberg said. 


The Hanover Park Plant is located 


near residential, industrial and com- 
mercial developments in the Village 
of Schaumburg and in Schaumburg 
Township. 


IF FEDERAL or state government 


"red tape" interrupted the pesticide 
program or resulted in its abandon- 
ment, "It would be an overwhelming 
mess," Greenberg predicted. 


The funding for the program voted 


by the MSD trustees last week will 
pay the cost of Greenberg's services 
through December as well as funding 
publication of three scientific re- 
ports.

"Local companies are not 
geared for this type of thing and you 
can't walk info a store and purchase ma- 
terial that will take large amounts of 
stress." 


Kreft'approached UC and through Nor-

Dear Dorothy: We've got t moisture 


problem in our attic. It's surprising since 
we had a new roof put on, new down- 
spouts and had the attic Insulated. We 
kept two windows open for cross-ventila- 
tion but nothing has stopped the excess 
moisture and the resulting mildew. Any

There's such a thing, you know, as a 


house being too wen insulated. There is 
always moisture coming from teakettles, 
baths, laundry and so forth, and when 
there is more moisture than can be dis- 
sipated, there Is going to be excess hu- 
midity. When ceilings are so well in- 
sulated there is no ventilation through 
the roof directly above the celling, there 
is almost automatic condensation. What

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Cougars seek interim stadium in Northwest suburbs

Tho Chicago Cougars 
professional 


hockey team to looking for a temporary 
homo In the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agents for the Cougars are expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a munlclpal-bullt Ice arena 
that the team could use on an Interim 
basis until a planned 18,000-seat stadium 
In Roscmont is built. 


Tho temporary ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could be put up In six to eight months, 
Jordon Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team sold Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said,' 
although he termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "one possibility." 


"It's no secret that we were very, very 


unhappy that wo had to play (the WHA) 
playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
said, referring to the championship 
scries played this spring at the Rand- 


hurst Ice- Arena against the Houston • 
Acros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 
' • 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad a need for a stadium there was," he 
sold. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
wont the team to be caught without a 
placo to play. 


Arlington Heights Is just one possible- 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based in Des Plaines, contacted Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he is ex- 
pected to outline details to the village 
board's finance 
committee Tuesday 


night. 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest area as a location for the Ice 
arena, and added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs-as a possible 
temporary home. 


He said he had "no way to assess" how 


long it might "be", before the $20 million 
stadium in RosemoW.is,built. But he de-, 
nled any suggestion that the. franchise 
owners were giving up on the Rosemont 
location. 


Century Leisure Sports'Ltd. is ex- 


pected to propose using municipal reve- 
nue bonds to pay for construction of the 
temporary ice arena. > The bonds would 
be paid for by the facility's operating 
revenue. 


A SIMILAR proposal was made by the 


Cougar owners to Palatine officials last 
May, before the Rosemont site was an- 
nounced. The proposal was never formal- 
ly accepted or rejected.' 


"We probably .should have built on the 


property we.have in Palatine, but Rose- 
mont talked us out of that," Kaiser said. 


Jordon Kaiser and his brother, Walter,' 


own more than 40 acres of land north of 
the Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, on 
Northwest Highway in Palatine, directly 
across from Arlington Park race Track. 


THE LOCATION of the Kaiser-owned 


land raises some questions about the li- 
kelihood that Arlington Park would be 
the site of the temporary arena, unless 
track officials were planning to In- 
corporate the Ice rink as a permanent 
part of the Arlington Park, complex. ' 


Arlington Heights Trustee and finance 


committee chairman Frank Palmatier 
said Friday that the proposal to use mu- 
nicipal revenue bonds for the arena was 
"certainly open to question." 


"I don't know whether we'd be recep- 


tive to it, or not," he said. 


Hanson could not be reached for com- 


ment on his discussions with Goldberg. ' 


Kaiser said that Century Leisure 


Sports Ltd.' would work with Bache & 
Co., Chicago stock brokers, on financing 
the interim Cougar ice arena.

Village Board agreed to use municipal 
revenue bonds to refinance back debts at 
Northwest Community Hospital under an 
arrangement legally similar to the sta- 
dium proposal.

Larson says he 
should announce 
special meetings

Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel Lar- 


son said it was his responsibility to have 
notified the public of a special village 
board meeting last week. 


Village board members criticized Lar- 


son for not Informing the press and pub- 
lic of the meeting. They said it Is the 
manager's job, not that of the elected 
officials, to Inform the public of special 
meetings. 


Larson agreed Friday, saying, "That 


responsibility Is mine. In the future I will 
notify the press of all special meetings. 
In (he past it hasn't been clearly de- 
fined." 


WHEN ORIGINALLY asked why the 


public was not notified In advance of the 
special meeting, Larson said he did not 
feel It was his responsibility to do so un- 
less given specific Instructions by the vil- 
lage board. Several board members dis- 
agreed with that Interpretation and one 
said It was "nonsense." 


Village Prcs. Gory Armstrong said he 


feels Larson should notify the press and 
public of all special meetings as a mat- 
ter of policy. 


An Illinois statute requires the village 


to notify the public at least 24 hours be- 
fore every special meeting. The law, 
however, does not state speclficnly who 
Is responsible for notifying the public. 


•Tho law applies to all public bodies, 
not just the village board. Every year 
public bodies ore required to mako a list 
of all scheduled meetings available to the 
public. No additional notification Is re- 
quired unless there ore changes In meet- 
ing dates or special meetings ore called. 


"In the future I will take the responsi- 


bility for notifying all the newspapers of 
any changes or special meetings by the 
village board, plan commission, zoning 
board or any other commissions, com- 
mittees or subcommittees In the vil- 
lage," Larson sold. 


THE PUBLIC WILL be notified at 


least one day and If possible a week In 
advance of all special meetings, he 
added. 


The meeting In question was conducted 


June 18 for the purpose of interviewing a 
consultant the village Is considering hir- 
ing to plan {ho proposed town center. It 
was on executive (closed door) session, 
but state law still requires the village to 
notify the public In advance. 


Another illegal meeting was conducted 


by the board June 1 to discuss proposed 
salary increases for the village admlnis- 
tritlvo staff. Again, the public was not 
notified prior to the meeting. 


Tho closed door meeting was In con- 


flict with a recent opinion by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott. The opinion 
states that executive sessions only should 
be called for hiring and firing and not 
merely under the broad heeding of "per- 
sonnel." Armstrong contends, however, 
that salary Increases an it "legitimate 
reason" for closed-door sessions and said 
the board will continue to conduct those 
meetings In private. 


Village manager 
denies job hunt 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel Lar- 


son denied Friday that he Is looking for 
another job despite reports to the con- 
trary. 


Trustee Randall Rathjen last week told 


The Herald that village officials dis- 
cussed the matter at a closed executive 
session following last Monday night's 
board meeting. The closed meeting was 
called for personnel reasons and Larson 
was not in attendance. Larson usually at- 
tends closed sessions. 


Rathjen said the meeting was called to 


inform board members of reports that 
Larson apparently has been looking for 
jobs elsewhere. 


THE MEETING was called primarily 


to Inform any board members that were 
not aware of the situation, Rathjen said. 
No action was taken and none Is planned 
at the present time, he sold. 


Larson said he was not at.the execu- 


tive session because he had other things 
to do and his presence was not required. 
"I have not been interviewing for other 
jobs and have no plans at this time to 
leave Buffalo Grove," he sold. "There 
are things I've started here and I don't 
think I should go until they are finished." 


Larson has been village manager since 


July, 1071. Before that he worked for the 
villages of Northbrook and Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong would 


neither confirm nor deny reports that 
Larson Is seeking other employment. 
"That was an executive session and 
Rathjen has absolutely no right shooting 
his mouth off about it," he said. "What 
went on In there was not for publica- 
tion."

Schools 
cancel 
contract

The Dist. 21 Board of Education has 


canceled an $83,000 contract with the 
firm hired to install an electronic surveil- 
lance system in local schools. 


A bonding company, Insurance Co. of 


North America, will be requested to 
come in and finish the job that was sup- 
posed to have been completed by Tempt- 
ron Inc. last Sept. 1. 


The bonding company first will make 


an investigation to confirm that Tempt- 
ron has indeed defaulted in its contract. 
If so, the bonding company may seek an- 
other firm to complete the system or pay 
Dist. 21 the $79,000 for which it is liable. 


One of the first of its kind to be in- 


stalled hi a school district, the complex 
system is designed to monitor schools 
and the administration building to pre- 
vent damage from fire and vandalism. 


CONSTANT PROBLEMS have plagued 


the system from the beginning, accord- 
ing to school officials. Although all com- 
ponents of the system are in place and 
are capable of functioning separately, 
the unit breaks down frequently when it 
works as a whole. 


The decision to cancel the Temptron 


contract came last Thursday night, after 
the school board warned the company 
last January that it would consider tak- 
ing legal action if the firm didn't iron out 
the bugs in the system. 


In recommending that the board turn 


the job over to the bonding company, 
Supt. Kenneth Gill said, "We at this 
stage have no faith in them (Temptron) 
to complete the system." 


The surveillance system consists of 


sensors placed in each of the 17 schools 
in the district, which are monitored by a 
computer in the administration building. 


THE SENSORS ARE intended to .de- 


tect heat and motion within the buildings 
and malfunctions in the heating systems. 
The problems are relayed to the central 
computer by electronic impulses, trigger- 
ing alarms in the .operations office where 
the console is set up. The person moni- 
toring the computer then contacts the 
fire department, police or maintenance 
personnel to correct the trouble. 


Although the computer has reported 


problems at various schools in the past

St. Joseph's 'worker9 stepping down

Father George Mulcahey came to 


Wheeling in 1957, arranged for'the pur- 
chase of 24 acres of farmland on Dundee 
Road and turned it into St. Joseph the 
Worker Church and School.. 


Establishing the pariah was a big job, 


the 66-year-old priest admits, and besides 
the joys there have "also been some trials 
— like a serious financial crisis that 
threatened closing the school a few 'years 
ago. 


Now, Father Mulcahey is ready to step 


down as pastor of the church and, in his 
words, "leave the headaches to someone 
else." 


BUT THE JOLLY priest with smiling 


Irish eyes isn't planning to retire by a 
longshot. He'll remain at St Joe's as 
pastor emeritus, carrying on with, all his 
priestly duties and continuing to watch 
over the flock he has seen grow from 700 
to 950 parishioners. 


"A parish pastor has to be a priest, a 


businessman and an administrator and it 
really kind of got to me," Mulcahey said 
of his decision to approach John Cardinal 
Cody last April about giving up his post. 
The Archbishop of Chicago tried to per- 
suade him to stay on as pastor, but Fa- 
ther Mulcabey bad made up bis mind. 


"It will still be a fuitlme job, but I'll 


just let somebody else make decisions 
about difficult things," he said. "It's all 
right here, I love the parish and the 
people, so of course, I'll stay." 


Born on the South Side of Chicago, Fa- 


ther Mulcahey attended St Bernard's 
Church and School before entering St. 
Mary of the Lake Seminary in Munde- 
lein where he was ordained by the late 
Cardinal Mundelein himself In 1933. 


FOLLOWING ASSIGNMENTS in Chi- 


cago as assistant pastor at Visitation 
Church from 1933 to 1940, St. Symphorosa 
'Church from 1940 to" 1948 and St Doro- 
thy's Church from 1948 to 1957, Father 
Mulcahey was asked to start St. Joseph's 


parish. 


Father Mulcahey said he accepted the 


chance to come to Wheeling because it 
sounded challenging to build a parish in 
the growing suburb. 


When he arranged to buy the present 


site of the church, school and adminis- 
tration building, the only thing on it was 
the large stone home, then a farmhouse, 
that was. the church rectory for several 
years and is now rented by a young 
couple. 


Father Mulcahey and assistant pastor 


Thomas Moran live in the administration 
building originally built as a convent for

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Hart denies asking 
Stavros for aid 
in business deal

Testifying in his own defense, former 


Wheeling trustee William Hart denied 
ever asking James Stavros to help him 
cancel an agreement with Bernard Was- 
mcr, owner of tho Duo Sign Co. 


Hart, who will return.to the stand to- 


day, Friday contradicted testimony by 
his ex-business partner Michael Valcnza. 
Thursday Valcnza testified that he ac- 
companied Hart when ho asked Stavros 
for help In the matter. 


According to Hart, the meeting de- 


scribed by Valcnza did not concern the 
agreement with Wasmer. He said Va- 
lcnza suggested asking Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mtUeeman, for help In obtaining an elec- 
trical union license. 


"Ho said to mo wo could get James 


Stavros to help us to get a license from 
tho electrical union," Hart said, noting 
tho license was needed to open an elec- 
trical sign business. 


HART IS ACCUSED of conspiring with 


Stavros and former Wheeling building di- 
rector William Blcber to commit ex- 
tortion against Wasmer by attempting to 
force the cancellation of tho agreement. 
Wasmer paid $3,000 for Hart's agreement 
not to compete In a similar business 
within 75 miles of Wheeling. The agree- 
ment was signed in September, 1970, at 
tho tlmo Hart sold Duo to Wasmer and 
moved to Florida. 


Tho former trustee returned from Flor- 


ida in lato 1971 and opened on electric 
sign business In Wheeling with Valcnza 
In early 1972. 


Hart said It Is possible that Stavros 


and Blcber conspired against Wasmer, 
but said he had no knowledge of their 
actions. Wasmer has outlined a history of 
threats and harassment from Blcber 
and Stavros designed to force him to 
cancel tho agreement. 


U.S. District Judge Abraham Lincoln 


MarovlU sold that Blcber and Stavros 
"had no possible motivo In participating 
In tho matter except in some way to help 
you." Ho asked Hart if he had any 
knowledge of why they would have want- 
ed to help him. 


"I NEVER HAD anything to do with 


anything like that." Hart said. 


Hart said ho never knew the purpose of 


meetings called by Stavros In January, 
1972. at tho Clayton House Motel and at 
tho Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank. 
Wasmer has testified that at those meet- 
ings Stavros threatened to put him out of 


business if he didn't cancel the agree- 
ment. 


"I don't know' what we were there 


for." Hart said. "I was under the im- 
pression It was to stop this fighting be- 
tween Bernlo and I." 


The former trustee said his attorney, 


Village Atty. Paul Homer, advised him 
in 1970 that the agreement with Wasmer 
was "not legally enforceable." He said 
he nonetheless accepted $5,000 for the 
agreement and Intended to abide by its 
terms when he sold the business to Was- 
mcr. 


HART ALSO DISPUTED testimony by 


Wasmer, saying that he never had a 
document prepared by former Wheeling 
Township Democratic 
committeeman 


James McCabe, which would have can- 
celed his non-competition agreement 
with Wasmer. The government has en- 
tered such an agreement into evidence, 
saying it was presented to Wasmer by 
Hart and Valenza. 


The former trustee repeatedly said he 


did not remember In response to numer- 
ous questions posed by government pros- 
ecutors about his dealings with Wasmer, 
Bleber and Stavros. Hart said he did not 
remember If Bleber was building direc- 
tor at the time he owned Duo, despite the 
fact that he was a village trustee at the 
time Bleber was appointed in May, 1970. 


Hart said his offer to help Wasmer get 


sign permits for the Mallard Lake devel- 
opment came from his association with 
Valenza rather than through his dealings 
with Stavros and Bleber. 


THE GOVERNMENT questioned Hart 


whether ho went Into business with then- 
trustee Valcnza because of his official 
position. Hart said there were many rea- 
sons for going Into business with Va- 
lcnza, but admitted that he dissolved his 
association with Valcnza on tho day Va- 
lenza's position as trustee officially ex- 
pired on April 30,1973. 


Hart admitted that ho socialized with 


both Stavros and Bleber, and sold 
Stavros had referred business to him 
when he owned Duo Sign Co. 


In return for this business, Hart said 


Stavros "would come around for cam- 
paign contributions and political signs 
and so on." The former trustee said he 
was never told not to bill Stavros for 
signs ordered for political campaigns, 
but said that he never did. 


Hart said Stavros was a man to be 


reckoned with and a political Influence in 
the Village of Wheeling. He said, how- 
ever, be was not afraid of Stavros.

Village to hire 
town center plan 
consultants 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board plans 


to hire a team of consultants tonight to 
prepare a plan for the proposed town 
center. 


The board Is expected to take the ad- 


vice of a special committee that sug- 
gested the village hire Economics Re- 
search Associates of Oak Brook at a cost 
of $24,000. 


The town center, which would be the 


focal point of the community, has been 
proposed for an 80-acre site north of 
Lake Cook Road, between Buffalo Grove

Action 
on ice rink 
frozen

The Des Plaines Park Board will table 


further action on an indoor ice rink for 
the city because a study has shown fi- 
nancing of the facility would probably re- 
quire a tax increase. 


The study was prepared by McFadzean 


and Everly Ltd., a Winnetka-based park 
and recreation planning firm. 


The report shows that despite recent 


booms in the popularity of ice skating 
and hockey, the rink could not be fi- 
nanced right now through total revenue 
bonding, the way park officials hoped to 
pay for the project. 
y Robert Kunkel, director of parks and 
• recreation, said commissioners probably 
will not act on the matter until another 
method, other than using tax money, can 
be found to pay for the rink. 


THE RINK IS expected to cost the 


park district a total of some $1.6 million. 
"It won't die," he said. "You don't know 
what legislation might do and the bond 
market may change." 


The study calls for meeting project 


costs through a combination of revenue 
and general obligation bonds. 


Revenue bonds are sold to Investors 


such as banks and businesses and would 
be paid back with income from operation 
of the rink. General obligation bonds are 
paid off with tax monies. 


Three years ago, park district resi- 


dents overwhelmingly turned down a $1.4 
million bond issue to build a multi-pur- 
pose sports complex at Lake Opeka 
Park, Howard and Lee streets. 


The issue, voted down by a 7-1 margin 


marked the first time a park district ref- 
erendum was ever defeated. 


THE COMPLEX would have cost resi- 


dents $9.40 per year over a 10-year peri- 
od on $10,000 assessed valuation. It would 
have included facilities for other sports 
in addition to ice skating. 


The facility park commissioners are 


considering now would be designed solely 
for ice skating and hockey. 


Kunkel said a major problem is that the 


market for revenue bond sales is tight 
right now and most Investors feel income 
from operation of the rink would not be 
enough to pay the bonds back. 


"BONDING HOUSES just aren't buy- 


ing any these days and there are a lot of. 
other Ice rinks around," said Kunkel 
pointing to neighboring communities 
such as Park Ridge, Niles, Glenview and 
Boiling Meadows that already have 
rinks. 


Park officials also were considering a 


possible agreement with the Park Ridge 
park district that would make that 
town's ice facility available to Des 
Plaines residents at community rates. 


In turn, Park Ridge residents would be 


able to use the Lake Opeka golf course 
on a similar basis. ' 


No action has been taken on the pro- 


posal, however.

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William Hart conspiracy trial 
Former Wheeling trustee 
denies asking Stavros' aid

Testifying in his own defense, former 


Wheeling trustee William Hart denied 
ever asking James Stavros to help him 
cancel an agreement with Bernard Was- 
mcr, owner of the Duo Sign Co. 


Mart, who will return to the stand to- 


day, Friday contradicted testimony by 
his ex-business partner Michael Valcnza. 
Thursday Valcnza testified that he ac- 
companied Hart when he asked Stavros 
for help In the matter. 


According to Hart, the meeting de- 


scribed by Valenza did not concern the 
agreement with Wasmer. Ho said Va- 
lento suggested asking Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mlttccman, for help In obtaining an elec- 
trical union license. 


"Ho said to mo we could get James 


Stavros to help us to get a license from 
the electrical union," Hart said, noting 
the license was needed to open an elec- 
trical sign business. 


HART IS ACCUSED of conspiring with 


Stnvros and former Wheeling building di- 
rector William Blcber to commit ex- 
tortion against Wasmer by attempting to 
force the cancellation of the agreement. 
Wasmer paid $3,000 for Hart's agreement 
not to compete In a similar business 
within 73 miles of Wheeling. The agree- 
ment wa» signed in September, 1970, at 
the time Hart sold Duo to Wasmer and 
moved to Florida. 


The former trustee returned from Flor- 


ida In late 1971 and opened an electric 


sip business In Wheeling with Valenza 
in early 1972. 


Hart said It Is possible that Stavros 


and Bleber conspired against Wasmer, 
but sold he had no knowledge of their 
actions. Wasmer has outlined a history of 
threats and harassment from Bleber 
and Stavros designed to force him to 
cancel the agreement.

U.S. District Judge Abraham Lincoln 


Marovltz said that Bleber and Stavros 
"had no possible motive In participating 
in the matter except in some way to help 
you." Ho asked Hart If he had any 
knowledge of why they would have want- 
ed to help him. 


"I NEVER HAD anything to do with 


anything like that," Hart sold. . > 


Hart said he never knew the purpose of 


meetings called by Stavros In January, 
1972, at the Clayton House Motel and at 
the Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank. 
Wasmer has testified that at those meet- 
Ings Stavros threatened to put him out of 
business If be didn't cancel the agree- 
ment 


"I don't know what we were there 


for," Hart said. "I was under the im- 
pression it was to stop this fighting be- 
tween Bemie and I." 


The former trustee sold his attorney, 


Village Atty. Paul Homer, advised him 
In 1970 that the agreement with Wasmer 
was "not legally enforceable." He said 
ho nonetheless accepted $5,000 for the 
agreement and intended to abide by Its

The former trustee repeatedly said he 


did not remember In response to numer- 
ous questions posed by government pros- 
ecutors about his dealings with Wasmer, 
Blcber and Stavros. Hart said he did not 
remember if Bieber was building direc- 
tor at the time he owned Duo, despite the 
fact that he was a village trustee at the 
time Bleber was appointed in May, 1970. 


Hart said his offer to help Wasmer get 


sign permits for the Mallard Lake devel- 
opment came from his association with 
Valenza rather than through his dealings 
with Stavros and Bieber. 


THE GOVERNMENT questioned Hart 


whether he went into business with then- 
trustee Valenza because of his official 
position. Hart said there were many rea- 
sons for going Into business with Va- 
lenza, but admitted that he dissolved his 
association with Valenza on the day Va- 
lenza's position as trustee officially ex- 
pired on April 30,1973. 


Hart admitted that he socialized with 


both Stavros and Bleber; and said 
Stavros had referred business to him 
when he owned Duo Sign Co. 


In return for this business, Hart said 


Stavros "would come around for cam- 
paign contributions and political signs 
and so on." The former trustee said he 
was never told not.to bill Stavros for 


• signs ordered for political campaigns, 


but said that he never did. 


Hart said Stavros was a man to be 


reckoned with and a political Influence In 
the Village of Wheeling, He said, how- 
ever, he was not afraid of Stavros. 


The government prosecutors will con- 


tinue their cross-examination of Hart at 
10:30 a.m. today. The defense is expected 
to call several character witnesses be- 
fore resting its case.

It is a simple business. He pushes the 
:art down the street, the bell clangs and 
ihopkeepcrs dash from their stores to 
•ollor the old man before he drifts away. 
"You can't let this guy get away be- 


muse he only shows up once every blue 
noon," one merchant said. 
A casual observer might be surprised 
hat a man with such Irregular work 
tablts would be In such demand, but 
hen think a little about how often you 
«o a door-to-door scissors sharpener of- 
ering his services. 
"I donna want to answer too many 
niestions, you just take your plciturea 
nd watch," the old man said 


reluctantly. 


HE PUMPED the pedals which spun 


the sharpening stone and smoothly laid 
the scissors across the wheel as sharp 
sparks jumped all about. 


With an expert eye, the tradesman 


worked steadily as passersby paused to 
watch his work, perhaps trying to think 
when was the last time they had seen 
such a scene In Des Plalnes. 


As he honed the dull, blunted shears, 


he talked only briefly. The man'had been 
In business for more than 60 years and 
ho went from town to town staying only 
as long as the weather was good or 
someone wanted a scissors sharpened. 


Despite his age, he worked quickly and 


finished a dozen pair of scissors and as- 
sorted shears from a local florist In what 
seemed like nothing flat 


Once done grinding, he pulled out a 


tattered strip of cloth to check his work, 
usually seeing that unsharpened imple- 
ment had taken on the characteristics of 
a razor. .

The Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey team I* looking for a temporary 
home In the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agents tor the Cougars are expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a municipal-built ice arena 
that the team could use on an interim 
basis until a planned 18,000-seat stadium 
In Rosemont Is built. 


The temporary Ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could be put up in six to eight months, 
Jordon Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team said Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said, 
although ho termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "one possibility." 


"It's no secret that we were very, very 


unhappy that we had to play (the WHA) 
playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
said, referring to the championship 
series played this spring at the -Rand-', 


hurst Ice Arena against the Houston 
Aeros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 
- 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad a need for a stadium there was," he' 
said. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
want 'the team to be caught .without a 
place to play. 


Arlington Heights is just one possible 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based in Des Plaines, contaqted Vil- 
lage Mgri L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he is ex- 
pected to outline details to the village . 
board's finance committee Tuesday 
night. 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest area as a location for the ice 
arena, arid added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs as a possible 
temporary home. 


He said he had "no way to assess" How 


long It might be'before the $20 million 
stadium in Rosemont Is,built. But he,de- 
,nled any suggestio'n that the'franchise' 
owners were giving up on the Rosemont

Century Leisure .Sports Ltd.-is ex- 


pected to propose using municipal reve- 
nue bonds to pay for constructionlof the- 
temporary ice arena. The bonds would 
be paid for by the facility's operating 
revenue. 


A SIMILAR proposal was made by the 


Cougar owners .to Palatine officials last. 
May, before the Rosemont site was an- 
nounced. The proposal was never, formal- 
ly accepted or rejected. 


"We probably should have built on the . 


property we have in Palatine, but Rose- 
mont talked us out of that," Kaiser said. 


Jordon Kaiser and his brother, Walter, 


own more than 40 acres of land north of 
the Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, oh 
Northwest Highway in Palatine, directly 
across from Arlington Park race Track. 


THE .LOCATION;of the Kaiser-owned 


land raises some questions about the li- 
kelihood- that Arlington Park would be 
the site of the temporary arena, unless 
track officials were .planning to -in- 
corporate the ice rink as a permanent 
part of the Arlington Park complex. 


Arlington Heights Trustee and finance 


committee chairman Frank Palmatler 
said Friday that the proposal to use rmK 
nicipal revenue bonds for the arena was 
"certainly open to question." 


"I don't know whether we'd be recep- 


tive to it, or not," he said. 


Hanson could not be reached for, com- 


ment on his discussions with Goldberg. 


Kaiser said that Century Leisure 


Sports Ltd. would work with Bache i 
Co., Chicago stock brokers, on financing 
the Interim Cougar ice ferena. 


Last Monday, the Arlington Heights 


Village Board agreed to use municipal 
revenue bonds to refinance back debts at 
Northwest Community Hospital under an 
arrangement legally similar to the sta- 
dium proposal.

Trustee Edward Konna of Elk Grove 


Village has called for a class-action law- 
suit against Centex Homes Corp. and a 
ban on further Centex residential con- 
struction until furnace problems In local 
homes are corrected. 


Kcnna, who recently discovered that 


tho furnace Installation In his home vio- 
lates at least four building code require- 
ments, said ho will ask the village board 
Tuesday night to file suit against Centex 
on behalf of local residents. 


"If the others on tho board don't agree 


Tuesday to make it a village action, I'll 
sue Centex myself to force them to re- 
pair my furnaco and the estimated 1,700 
other defective furnaces and installations 
In homes built here In 196S and 1067," he 
said. 


KENNA BOUGHT his present home, 


138 Brandywlnc, In April. He said he 
used tho furnace for a short tlmo and 
then shut It off for tho season. When a 
contractor he hired-to Install central air 
conditioning started to work on the fur- 


nee:, the violations were discovered. 


"I found out that I.couldn't change the 


filter In my furnaco without removing 
my chimney flue pipes," he'said. 


In addition, he said, "my furnace doors 


can't be opened all the way to replace 
parts because a wall covers half the 
front of the furnace and the chimney flue 
runs right In front of the filters." 


"The contractors told me my furnace 


would have to be disconnected and pulled 
out of the furnace closet to be worked on. 
I coujdn't believe It," said Kenna. 


The Herald disclosed last week that de- 


fective furnaces which may be leaking 
deadly fumes are Installed In an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex-built homes 
In the village. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS, who were 


aware of the problem for two years but 
made no public announcement until after 
the Herald disclosure, have hired an en- 
gineering consultant to pinpoint the 
cause of the furnace defects.

"I blame Centex 
homes. They bought the furnaces and 
hired a contractor to Install them. If 
Centex Is the reputable builder they 
claim to be, they will start repairing fur- 
naces in this area immediately."

Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 will 


hire two additional sodal workers and 
eliminate seven teacher aides for the 
next school year, according to staffing 
changes recently approved by the board. 


No significant changes will be made in 


the number of teachers hired for the 
coming school year, according to Paul 
Jung, director of personnel and informa- 
tional services. 


The action makes the district's social 


worker staff the fastest growing one in 
the district. The number of social work- 
ers has tripled In the last two years, 
bringing this fall's total to six for all 20 
schools. 


"THIS BRINGS US much closer to the 


proportions of neighboring school dis- 
tricts," said pupil personnel services di- 
rector Lorita Langley. No plans have 
been made to expand the staff any fur- 
ther at this time, Mrs. Langley said. 
Further expansion would depend on the 
demand for services and district require- 
ments, she added. 


The staff was originally increased 


from two to four last summer, on the 
recommendations of a state evaluating 
team. "The demands on their services 
have Just been fantastic and are increas- 
ing," Jung told the Dist 15 board last 
week.

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Cougars seek interim stadium in Northwest suburbs

The Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey team Is looking for a temporary 
home In the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agents for the Cougars ore expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a municipal-built Ice arena 
that the, team could use on an Interim 
basis until a planned 18,000-seat stadium 
In Rosemont is built. 


The temporary Ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could be put up in six to eight months, 
Jordon Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team said Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said, 
although he termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "one possibility." - 


"It's no secret that we were very, very 


unhappy that we had to play (the WHA) 
playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
said, referring to the championship 
series played this spring at the Rand- 


hurst Ice Arena against the Houston 
Aeros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad a need for a stadium there was," he 
said. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
want the team to be caught without a. 
place to play. 


Arlington Heights -Is just one possible 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based In Des Plaines, contacted Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he is ex- 
pected to outline details to. the village 
board's finance committee Tuesday 
night. 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest area as a location for the ice 
arena, and added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs as a possible 
temporary home. 


He said he had "no way to assess" how 


long it might be before the $20 million 
'stadium in Rosemont is built. But jie de- 
nied any suggestion that the franchise' 
owners were giving up on the Rosemont 
location. 


Century Leisure Sports Ltd. Is ex- 


pected to-propose using municipal reve- 
nue bonds to pay for construction of the 
temporary Ice arena. The bonds would 
be paid for by the facility's operating 
revenue. 


A SIMILAR proposal was made by the 


Cougar owners to Palatine officials last 
May, before the Rosemont site was an- 
nounced. The proposal was never formal- 
ly accepted or rejected. 


"We probably should have built on the 


property we have In Palatine, but Rose- 
m'ont talked us out of that," Kaiser said. 


Jordon Kaiser and his brother, Walter, 


own more than 40 acres of land north of 
the Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, on 
Northwest Highway In Palatine, directly 
across from Arlington Park race Track. 


THE LOCATION of the Kaiser-owned 


land raises some questions about the li- 
kelihood that Arlington Park would be 
the site of the temporary arena* unless 
track officials were planning to In- 
corporate the ice rink as a permanent 
part of the Arlington Park complex. 


Arlington Heights Trustee and finance 


committee chairman Frank Palmatler 
said Friday that the proposal to use mu- 
nicipal revenue bonds for the arena was 
"certainly open to question." 


"I don't know whether we'd be recep- 


tive to it, or not," he said. 


Hanson could not be reached for com- 


ment on his discussions with Goldberg. 


Kaiser said that Century Leisure 


Sports Ltd. would workrwith Bachc & 
Co., Chicago stock brokers, on financing 
the interim Cougar ice arena.

The DIst. 15 Board of Education last 


week approved the bid of Hedlin Dairy, 
Chicago, for two per cent milk at a cost 
of 7.81 cents per half pint. Whole milk 
would have cost 8.1 cents per half pint. 


But the bid price Isn't definite. Hedlin's 


low bid contains an escalator clause that, 
allows the company to raise Its prices If 
the cost of milk Increases. It also con- 
tains a de-escalator clause, allowing the 
company to decrease their prices if the 
price of milk decreases. 


Last year's cost for whole milk was 


seven cents per half pint, which was In- 
creased in February to 7.5 cents per half 
pint. Children lost year paid 4 cents for 
each half pint of milk they bought. No 
new fee has yet been established by the 
board for next fall. 


Half of the cost of the milk will be paid 


for by the federal government. The gov- 
ernment, In the past has only contributed 
money If school districts purchased 
whole milk, but this ruling was recently 
changed, according to school officials.

UNUSUAL CASES, you say? Well, not 


really, If you talk to Al Jurs, service offi- 
cer for the Rolling Meadows Police De- 
partment. 


Jurs Is the department's resident ex- 


pert on animal calls, from stray dogs to 
misplaced horses: When the'department 
gets one of'its frequent animal calls, 
Jurs Is most likely the one to handle It. 


"I think the funniest one was the grey 


goose on Grouse Lane," he smiles. "We 
just got a call from a woman who said 
'there's a goose walking down the middle 
of Grouse Lane.'" The galloping goose 
turned out to be a displaced pet. 


Two weeks ago,' on another animal 


call, Jurs and Firefighter Don Gustafson 
spent three hours attempting to cage a 


mother raccoon and her youngster who 
had both slipped Into the chimney of a 
home. The ordeal included scaling the 
two-story home to lower a snare into the 
chimney to catch the two.

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Legal action sought in furnace fiasco

Trustee Edward Kenna of Elk Grove 


Village has called for a class-action law- 
suit against Centex Homes Corp. and a 
ban on further Centex residential con- 
struction until furnace problems In local 
homes are corrected. 


Kennsj$who recently discovered that 


the furnace Installation In his home vio- 
lates at least four building code require- 
ments, said he will ask the village board 
Tuesday night to file suit against Centex 
on behalf of local residents. 


"If the others on the board don't agree 


Tuesday to make it a village action, I'll 
sue Centex myself to force them to re- 
pair my furnace and the estimated 1,700 
other defective furnaces and installations 
In homes built here in 1985 and 1967," he 
said. 


KENNA BOUGHT his present home, 


138 Brandywine, In'April He said he 


used the furnace for a short time and 
; then shut It off for the season. When a 
contractor he hired to install central 'air 
conditioning started to work on the fur- 
nace, the violations were discovered. 


"I found out that I couldn't change the 


filter In my furnace without removing 
my chimney flue pipes," he said. 


In' addition, he said, "my furnace doors 
cant be opened all the way to replace 
parts because' a wall coven half the 
front of the furnace and the chimney flue 
runs right In front of the filters." 


"The contractors told me my furnace 


would have to be disconnected and pulled 
out of the furnace closet to be worked on. 
I couldn't believe it," said Kenna. 


The Herald disclosed last week.that de- 


fective furnaces which may be leaking 
deadly fumes are Installed in an esti- 
mated 1,700,or, more Centex-bullt homes 


in the village. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS, who were 


aware of the problem for two years but 
made no public announcement until after 
the Herald disclosure, have hired an en- 
gineering consultant to pinpoint the 
cause of the furnace defects. ' • 


The code violations found in Kenria's 


house have been included in the data the 
village building department Is gathering, 
to determine why heat exchangers, in 
Johnson Corp. furnaces have been crack- 
ing and corroding, causing carbon mon- 
oxide fumes to leak Into some homes. 


"I don',t give a damn whose fault it is, 


manufacturer of the furnace or In- 
staller," said Kenna. "I blame-Centex 
homes. .They bought the furnaces and 
hired a contractor to install them. If 
Centex is the reputable builder they 
claim to be, they will start'repalrlng fur- 
naces in this area Immediately."

coming school year, according to Paul 
Jung, director of personnel and informa- 
tional services.

The action makes the district's social 


worker staff the fastest growing one in 
the district. The number of social work- 
ers has tripled in the last two years, 
bringing this fail's total to six for all 20 
schools. 


"THIS BRINGS US much closer to the 


proportions' of neighboring school dis- 
tricts," said pupil personnel services di- 
rector Lorita Langley. No plans have 
been made to expand the staff any fur- 


ther at this time, Mrs. Langley said. 
Further expansion would depend on the 
demand for services and district require- 
ments, she added. 


The staff was originally Increased 


from two to four last summer, on the 
recommendations of a state evaluating 
team. "The demands on their services 
have just been fantastic and are increas- 
ing," Jung told the Dist 15 board last 
week.

Township can take action against dumping: state 


Palatine Township apparently will be 


able to fine and prosecute persons who 
litter public and private property and 
landowners who allow dumping on their 
property without a license, according to 
an attorney from Dllnols Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam Scott'i office. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Lee Campbell will 


make that announcement to the Palatine- 
Township Board of Auditors Monday. He 
will explain the township's power to con. 
trot the excessive dumping that Is taking 
place In the township. 


Campbell believes that the Illinois 


State Utter Control Act, which became 
effective at the beginning of the year, 
gives the township the authority it seeks. 
The state law prohibits the dumping, dis- 
carding, or depositing of litter on public 


or private property that Is not properly 
licensed by the state as a public dumping 
area. 


THE STATUTE allows any unit of lo- 


cal government or the state to fine viola- 
tors no less than $10 and no more than 
ISO for the first offense, and up to $500 
for a third offense. The local unit of gov- 
ernment, which would.include a town*, 
ship, could also require the offender to 
remove the litter from''the dumping site 
at his own expense under this new state 
statute, Campbell said. 


Township officials recently requested 


that the attorney general's office in- 
vestigate seven major 'areas in the town- 
ship that have'become favorite dumping 
spots for rusty steel parts, old furniture 
and appliances, and other household 


rubble. Investigators from the Environ- 
mental Control Division have been; col- 
lecting evidence from the various sites 
for the past month: 


The attorney general's office has had a 


favorable response during the past two 
weeks from property owners of the vari- 
ous dumping sites to a dumping violation 
letter sent out by the investigators. . 


Three property'owners have'agreed to ' 


.clean up the debris "even though they . 
feel they are not responsible for trhat ' 
other people dump on their property," 
David Rosenbaum, chief Investigator for 
the attorney, general, said.

THE OWNER OF the dumping site at 


Palatine and Clyde roads, and owners'of 
a site at Hicks and Nichols Roads in the 
township, have both agreed to-clean up 


their property. Palatine Township, has 
also agreed to clean up a dumping site 
belonging to it at Clyde and Wilson 
streets. A low bid of $11,000 was awarded 
to Plote Excavating Co. of Elgin this 
week, who will clear off the property 
next week.

The attorney general's office is still at- 


tempting to, contact owners of four other 
dumping spots in the township which are 
on Quentln Road' near^old -Northwest 
Highway, on Deer Lane near Glencoe 
Road, on Palos Road between Glencoe 
Road and Wlnnetka streets, and on 
Northwest Highway between Palos and 
Dole roads, Rosenbaum said. ' 


At a special meeting last Saturday, the 


township board voted .to draft a new 
township ordinance that would give the 


township the powers it needs to control 
the dumping situation in case such au- 
thority Is not provided under state law. 


HOWARD OLSEN. Palatine Township 


supervisor, said that the township could 
"hold off In drafting a whole new ordi- 
nance if a state statute gave us enough 
of the right kind of authority," he said. 


Although'Olsen said he and the board 


need to be more Informed of the Utter 
Control Act'and other state statutes that 
pertain to dumping,-he feels that the 
township's main concern Is the policing • 
of dumping areas. 


"We want to make certain that what- 


ever statute the township operates under, 
that it gives the township power to get 
the support It needs from the sheriff's 
police to apprehend violators," he said. 
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Cougars seek interim stadium in Northwest suburbs

The Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey team Is looking for a temporary 
home In the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agento for the Cougars are expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a municipal-built Ice arena 
that the team could use on an Interim 
basis until a planned 18,000-seat stadium 
In Rosemont Is built 


The temporary ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could be put up In six to eight months, 
Jordon Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team said Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said, 
although he termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "one possibility." 


"It's no secret that wo were very, very 


unhappy that we had to play (the WHA) 
playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
said, referring to the championship 
series played this spring at the Rand- 


hurst Ice Arena against the Houston 
Aeros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad a need for a stadium there was," he 
said. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
want the team to be caught without a 
place to play. 


Arlington'Heights is just one possible 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based in Des Plalnes, contacted Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he is ex- 
pected to outline details to the village 
board's finance committee Tuesday 
night 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest area as a location for the Ice 
arena, and added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs as a possible 
temporary home. 
, He said he had "noway to assess" how, 
long it might be before the $20 million 
stadium in Rosemont is built. But he de- 
nied any suggestion that the franchise 
owners were giving up on the Rosemont 
location. 


Century Leisure Sports Ltd. is ex- 


pected to propose using municipal reve- 
nue bonds to pay for construction of the 
temporary fee arena. The bonds would 
be paid for by the-facility's operating 
revenue. 


A SIMILAR proposal was made by the 


Cougar owners to Palatine officials last 
May, before the Rosemont site was an- 
nounced. The proposal was never formal-" 
ly accepted or rejected., 


"We probably should have built on the 


property we have in Palatine, but Rose- 
mont talked us out of that," Kaiser said. 
' Jordon Kaiser and his brother, Walter, 


own more than 40 acres of land north of 
the Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, on 
Northwest Highway in Palatine, directly 
across from Arlington Park race TrVk. 


THE LOCATION of the Kaiser-owned 


land raises some questions about the li- 
kelihood that Arlington Park would be 
the site of the temporary arena, unless 
track officials were planning to in- 
corporate the ice rink as a permanent 
part of the Arlington Park complex. 


Arlington Heights Trustee and finance 


'committee chairman Frank Palmatier 
said Friday that the proposal to use mu- 
nicipal revenue bonds for the arena was 
"certainly open to question." 


"I don't know whether we'd be recep- 


tive to it, or not," he said. 


Hanson could not be reached for com-

Kaiser said that Century Leisure

Legal action sought in furnace fiasco

Trustee Edward Kenna of Elk Grove 


Village has called for a class-action law- 
suit against Centex Homes Corp. and a 
ban on further Centex residential con- 
struction until furnace problems in local 
homes are corrected. 


Kenna, who recently discovered that 


the furnace Installation in his home vio- 
lates at least four, building code require- 
ments, said he will ask the village board 
Tuesday night to file suit against Centex 
on behalf of local residents. 


"If the others on the board don't agree 


Tuesday to make it' a village action, I'll 
sue Centex myself to force them to re- 
pair my furnace and the estimated l',700 
other defective furnaces and installations 
in homes built here in 1965 and 1967," he 
said. 


KENNA BOUGHT his present home, 


136 Brandywine, in April. He said he 
used the furnace for a short time and 
then shut it off for the season. When a 
contractor he hired to install central air 
conditioning'started to work on the fur- 
nace, the violations were discovered. 


"I found out that I couldn't change the 


filter in my furnace without removing 
my chimney flue pipes," he said. 


In addition, he said, "my furnace doors 


can't be'opened all the way to replace 
parts because a wall covers half the 
front of the furnace and the chimney Hue 
runs right In front of the filters." 


"The contractors told me my furnace 


would have to be disconnected and pulled 
out of the furnace closet to be worked on. 
I couldn't believe It," said Kenna. 


The Herald disclosed last week that de- 


fective furnaces which may be leaking 
deadly fumes are installed in an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex-bullt homes 
in the village.

A CHECK OF village codes last week 


by Building Director Thomas Rettenba- 
cher showed that typical furnace in- 
stallations In 1965 and 1967, when the 
1,700 homes were built, violated at least 
two code requirements. 


Rettenbacher said he believes the vio- 


lations may exist in all the 1,700 homes 
because the furnaces were installed by 
the same company using the same speci- 
fications. 


Robert Curran, president of Servaire- 


Metropolltan Service Co. of Berwyn, the 
firm that installed the furnaces, said the 
installations were made according to the 
building code and approved by Federal 
Housing Administration inspectors. 


George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., 


which made the furnaces installed in the 
1,700 homes, has said that in most cases 
Johnson furnace parts were not defective 
and the problem is caused by poor venti- 
lation because of faulty installations. 


Almost 100 residents have responded to 


a village offer of free furnace in- 
spections. Homes where defective fur- 
naces have been found are in an area 
bounded by Salt Creek on the east, De- 
von Avenue on the south, Keswick Road 
on the north and the village limits in the 
west.

Music provides that 'something extra9

Christopher Bye saunters up to the mi- 


crophone, strums a few chords on the 
guitar and starts into a medley of tele- 
vision commercials he put to music him- 
self by ear. 


Lots of youngsters learn the guitar and 


find pleasure entertaining their family 
and friends. But few learn under the spe- 
cial conditions students like Chris must 
contend with. 


Chris has special learning difficulties 


and needs extra attention for his daily 
school studies. Because .of his difficulties, 
ho also is excluded from the normal ac- 
tivities of boys his age — the- park dis- 
trict baseball, football, swimming. 


Chris found a friend 2V4 years ago in 


the Rev. James Brendt, his guitar teach- 
er. Brendt took Chris on as his first stu- 
dent with learning disabilities. Since then 
Brendt has added another student with 
learning problems, Mike Stalley, and has 
found that both students excel on the gul- 
' tar. 


"WHAT'S AMAZED ME the most Is 


they have learned better and more quick- 
ly than most of my regular students," 
said Brendt. Mike.-has picked up the 
technique of playing melody on the gui- 
tar and Chris can grasp any melody, put 
it with chords and sing the song accom- 
panied by the guitar, he said, 


Chris has perfect pitch which helps 


him with the string instrument. His fine 
voice and pitch prompted his school 
teacher to contact Brendt about Chris 
taking guitar;'At the time Brendt was 
hesitant since he had never taught stu- 
dents with special problems. But the suc- 
cess he has experienced with Chris and 
Mike has encouraged him to look for 
blind students next fall. 


"Music is especially good for Chris," 


said Mrs. William Manning who has 
cared for Chris since he was H4 years 
old. "In Hoffman Estates there is noth- 
ing for him, no activities. Music is the 
only thing he has." 


Mrs. Stalley observed that Mike has 


gained self-confidence through learning

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Cougars seek interim stadium in Northtvest suburbs

The Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey team i» looking for a temporary 
home In the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agents for the Cougars are expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a municipal-built Ice arena 
that the team could use on an Interim 
basis until a planned 18,000-seat stadium 
In Rosomont Is built. 


The temporary ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could bo put up in six to eight months, 
Jordan Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team sold Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said, 
although he termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "ono possibility." 


"It's no secret that we were very, very 


unhappy that we had to play (the WHA) 
playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
said, referring to the championship 
scries played this spring at the Rand- 


hurst Ice Arena against the Houston 
Aeros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad a need for a stadium there was," he 
said. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
want the team to be caught without a 
place to play. 


Arlington Heights is just one possible 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based in Des Flaines, contacted Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he Is ex- 
pected to outline details to the village 
board's 
finance committee Tuesday 


night 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest area as a location for the Ice 
arena, and added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs as a possible 
temporary home. 


Ha said he had "no way to assess" how 


long it might be before the $20 million 
stadium in Rosemont is built But he de- 
nied any suggestion that the franchise 
owners were giving up on the Rosemont 
location. 


Century Leisure Sports Ltd. is ex- 


pected to propose using municipal reve- 
nue bonds to pay for construction of the 
temporary ice arena. The bonds would 
'be paid for by the facility's operating 
revenue. 


A SIMILAR proposal was made by the 


Cougar owners to Palatine officials last 
May, before the Rosemont site was an- 
nounced. The proposal was never formal- 
ly accepted or rejected. 


"We probably should have built on the 


property we have In Palatine, but .Rose- 
mont talked us out of that," Kaiser said.' 


Jordon Kaiser and his brother, Walter, 


own more than 40 acres of land north of 
the Arlington Indoor Tennis Club, on 
Northwest Highway In Palatine, directly 
across from Arlington Park race Track. 


THE LOCATION of the Kaiser-owned 


land raises some questions about the li- 
kelihood that Arlington Park would be 
the site of the temporary arena, unless 
track officials were planning to in- 
corporate the ice rink as a permanent 
part of the Arlington Park complex. 


Arlington Heights Trustee and finance 


committee chairman Frank Palmatler 
said Friday that the proposal to use mu- 
nicipal revenue bonds for the arena was 
"certainly open to question." 


"I don't know whether we'd be recep- 


tive to it, or not," he said. 


Hanson could not be reached for com- 


ment on his discussions with Goldberg. 


Kaiser said that Century Leisure 


Sports Ltd. would work with Bache & 
Co., Chicago stock brokers, on financing 
the interim Cougar ice arena. 


Last Monday, the Arlington Heights 


Village Board agreed to use municipal 
revenue bonds to refinance back debts at 
Northwest Community Hospital under an 
arrangement legally similar to the sta- 
dium proposal.

Recommendations for improving the 


safety and equipment at school play- 
grounds in Dist 57 will be considered by 
the board's building and sites committee 
within the next two weeks.

Effect that school 
budget will have 
on taxes in doubt

There appear to be as many questions 


facing officials In Dist. 23 as there are 
answers about the proposed 1974-75 
school budget, and paramount among 
them is the effect the more than 13.491 
million proposal will have on taxes. 


Officials are reluctant to predict an In- 


crease or decrease in the school tax rate 
because a number of-variables have yet 
to be determined before final budget fig- 
ures are known. 


Among the "missing links" In the 


budget are the amount of assessed valu- 
ation for the district, the status of fund- 
ing from the state and the amount of 
money to be applied to the real estate 
multiplier, which Is the figure used to 
determine the Cook County resource 
equalizer. 


THE TENTATIVE budget, which was 


presented to the school board Monday, 
was computed using a multiplier of $1.89, 
which is the current figure based on full 
funding of the state aid formula and re- 
flecting an expected increase in assessed 
valuation, according td Supt. Edward 
Grodsky.

multiplier is reduced to 11.48 as has been 
discussed and if Gov. Daniel Walker fails 
to approve full funding of the state aid 
formula as passed by the Illinois General

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Team needs arena for 20,000 
Cougars seek interim stadium, maybe in Arlington 


by KURT BAER 


The Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey team is looking (or a temporary 
home in the northwest suburbs — prob- 
ably Arlington Heights. 


Agents for the Cougars are expected to 


present a proposal this week to Arlington 
Heights for a municipal-built ice arena 
that the team could use on an interim 
basis until a planned 18,000-seat stadium 
In Rosemont is built. 


The temporary Ice arena would seat 


between 6,000 and 10,000 spectators and 
could be put up In six to eight months, 
Jordon Kaiser, part-owner of the Cougar 
World Hockey Assn. team said Friday. 


AN EXACT SITE for the proposed sta- 


dium has not been selected, Kaiser said, 
although he termed Arlington Park Race 
Track "one possibility." 


"It's no secret that we were very, very 


unhappy that we had to play (the WHA) 


(playoffs In a second-rate arena," Kaiser 
'said, referring to the championship 
series played this spring at the Rand- 


hurst Ice Arena against the Houston 
Aeros. The Randhurst arena seated 3,000 
during this year's hockey playoffs. 


"When this happened, we realized how 


bad a need for a stadium there was," he 
said. 


KAISER SAID he was confident that 


the Cougars would be part of the WHA 
playoffs again next year, and he did not 
want the team to be caught without a 
place to play. 


Arlington Heights is just one possible 


location being considered, he said. 


Acting on behalf of the Cougars, Nor- 


man Goldberg of Century Leisure Sports 
Ltd., based in Des Plaines, contacted Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson about the possi- 
bility of a municipally financed arena 
about a month ago. 


Goldberg refused to comment on the 


proposal Friday. However, he is ex- 
pected to outline details to the village 
board's finance committee Tuesday 
night. 


Kaiser said that he personally liked the 


Northwest area as a location for the ice 
arena, and added that he did not rule out 
any of the area suburbs as, a possible 
temporary home. 
' ' 


He said he had "no way to assess" how 


long it might be before the $20 million 
stadium to Rosemont is built But he de- 
nied any suggestion, that the franchise

A park board subcommittee has read- 


led a list of goals and objectives for im- 
proving the district to be used by the 
citizens group., 


Former Village Pres. John Woods Is 


being considered to head the 10-member 
group, according to Thomas Thornton, 
park district director. Thornton said 
Wood* is • front-runner because of his 
familiarity with financing restrictions 
placed on park districts under the new 
Illinois constitution. 


PARK OFFICIALS have attributed 


many of their financial woes to the new 
state constitution which limits their 
sources of revenue to property tax funds 
and fees collected for activities. 


According to park officials, the district 


now is running a less than minimum 
maintenance program with its facilities 
and could not provide new programs 
without a referendum. 


The new budget called for elimination 


of all free activities. The board decided 
that any program will have to defray 
most of the costs it Incurs.' 


Citizens on the list reportedly will be 


contacted after the park board votes on 
the recommendation of the special com- 
mittee. 


A LIST OF 20 prospective members to 


the citizens' group has been readied by 
the park committee. The list is drawn 
from business, civic and political lead- 
ers.

Kcnna, who recently discovered that 


(ho furnace Installation In his home vio- 
lates at least four building coda require- 
ments, said he will ask the village board 
Tuesday night to file suit against Centex 
on behalf of local residents. 


"If the others on the board don't agree 


Tuesday to make It a village action, I'll 
sue Centex myself to force them to re- 
pair my furnace and the estimated 1,700 
other defective furnaces and Installations 
In homes built here In 196! and 1067," he 
said. 


KENNA noUGirr his prcicnt home, 


136 Brandywlno, In April. He said he 
used the furnace for a short time and 
then shut It off for the season. When a 


contractor he hired to Install central air 
conditioning started to work on the fur- 
nace, the violations were discovered. 


"I found out that I couldn't change the 


filter In my furnace without removing 
my chimney flue pipes," he said. 


In addition, he sold, "my furnace doors 


can't be opened all the way to replace 
ports because a wall covers half the 
front of the furnace and the chimney flue 
runs right In front of the filters." 


"The contractors told me my furnace 


would have to be disconnected and pulled 
out of the furnace closet to be worked on. 
I couldn't believe It," said Kenna. 


The Herald disclosed last week that de- 


fective furnaces which may be leaking 
deadly fumes are Installed in an cstl- 
clalm to be, they will start repairing fur- 
naces In this area immediately."

Metropolitan Service Co. of Berwyn, the 
firm that installed the furnaces, said the 
installations were made according to the 
building code and approved by Federal 
Housing Administration Inspectors. 


George Fiedler of Johnson Corp;, 


which made the furnaces installed in the 
1,700 homes, has said that in most cases 
Johnson furnace parts were not defective 
and the problem is caused by poor venti- 
lation because of faulty installations. 


Almost 100 residents have responded to 


a village offer of free furnace in- 
spections. Homes where defective fur- 
naces have been found are in an area 
bounded by Salt Creek on the east, De- 
von Avenue on the south, Keswick Road 
on the north and the village limits in the 
west.

Schools cancel contract 
with surveillance firm 


by JILL BETTNEK 


The Dist. 21 Board of Education has 


canceled an $85,000 contract with the 
firm hired to install an electronic surveil- 
lance system in local schools. 


A bonding company, Insurance Co. of 


North America, will be requested to 
come in and finish the job that was sup- 
posed to have been completed by Tempt- 
ron Inc. last Sept. 1. 


The bonding-company first will make 


an investigation to confirm that Tempt- 
ron has indeed defaulted in its contract. 
If so, the bonding company may seek an- 
other firm to complete the system or pay 
Dist. 21 the $79,000 for which it is liable. 


One of the first of its kind to be in- 


stalled In a school district, the complex 
system Is designed to monitor schools 
and the administration building to pre- 
vent damage from fire and vandalism. 


CONSTANT PROBLEMS have plagued 


the system from the beginning, accord- 


ing to school officials. Although all com- 
ponents of the system are in place and 
are 
> capable of functioning separately, 


the unit breaks down frequently when it 
works as a whole. 


The decision to cancel the Temptron 


contract came last Thursday night, after 
the school board warned the company 
last January that it would consider tak- 
ing legal action if the firm didn't iron out 
the bugs in the system. 


In recommending that the board turn 


the job over to the bonding company, 
Supt. Kenneth Gill said, "We at this 
stage have no faith in them (Temptron) 
to complete the system." 


The surveillance system consists of 


sensors placed in each of the 17 schools 
in the district, which are monitored by a 
computer in the administration building. 


TIIE SENSORS ARE intended to de- 


tect heat and motion within the buildings 
and malfunctions in the heating systems. 


The problems are relayed to the central 
computer by electronic impulses, trigger- 
ing alarms in the operations office where 
the console is set up. The person moni- 
toring the computer then contacts the 
fire department, police or maintenance 
personnel to correct the trouble. 


Although the computer has reported 


problems at various schools in the past 
few months, some vandalism has gone 
undetected. 


Because of the frequent breakdowns in 


the system, Dist. 21 has been maintain- 
ing a surveillance of schools with mainte- 
nance personnel. 


In other action, the board accepted the 


resignation of Jack Cushman, principal 
of Whitman School. 


Cushman has asked to be reassigned 


as a teacher in the district. His replace- 
ment has not yet been named. 


The board also awarded contracts to- 


taling about $17,000 to a variety of com- 
panies for audio-visual equipment needed 
for the 1974-75 school year.
